As to the firſt, that the African Trade was Free till 1662. 
Tis infiſted it was fo in reſpect to all the Coaſt now traded in, except the River Gambia, 
and that only for a Term of Years __ KEI 5 
To the fifth Allegation, that the ſeparate Traders were betrayed into a Duty by one of 
their Managers, 1s not denied by this Writer, nor can the Company deny, that he was male 
Governor of Cape Coaft afterwards, and had a great Salary as a farther Bribe for that Piece of 


Treachery ; but how one Man betraying another can be imputed as a Reflection on any 
Part of the Legiſlature, cannot be conceived. | | 


As to the ſeventh Allegation being, That the Company's Forts and Caſtles in Africa are 
nothing but Thatch'd Houſes, and Mud Walls, Places of no Defence, and conſequently of 
no manner of Value; it may be ask d of this Writer, In what Part of the Paper he is anſwering 
he found theſe Words, it being a Fiction of his own, and ſeems to be brought on purpoſe to 
uſher in a Falſity, that the Company have 200 White Men, and 700 Blacks in their Service 
on the Coaſt, which is of a Piece with the Allegation itſelf, unleſs they include the White 
Men in their 12 Ships in the Number? 


As to the Eighth Allegation, That in 1713, a Bill was paſſed for a free Trade, without 
reg. ad to Forts or Land Factories; in anſwer whereto, what this Writer faith in reſpe& 
to the Reſolution of the Houſe of Commons in 1693, and 1694, relating to the carrying 
on the Trade in a Joint-Stock, that has no relation thereto ;. but it muſt be remembred, 
that the Matter was conſider'd of at that Time by a private Committee, and not by a Com- 
_ mittee of the whole Houſe, as it was afterward ;. who always came to a Reſolution, that the 

Trade ſhould be free and open till 1713, when a Bill to that Effect was ſent to the Lords. 

As to the Ninth Allegation : That the Settlements were maintained from 1712 to 1720, 
at little or no Expence to the Company; this Writer faith, that between 1712 and 1720, 
Accounts can be produced, that they coſt the Company 100,000 J. whieh is impoſſible to 
- be true ; becauſe Mr. Beaumont, the Company's Accomptant, being on his Oath at a ſolemn 

Hearing at the Board of Trade, in 1725, where the Miniſters were then preſent, being ask'd 
what the oy of maintaining their Forts and Caſtles amounted to in that Time ? His 
Anſwer was, That there were no Accounts on their Books. And being asked, How they were 
maintained? he anſwered, Thoſe that lived in them, maintained them, without any 8 
to the Compa x. 3 15 1 „ 

In the Obſervation on the Tenth Allegation, wherein tis ſaid the Company, in the Year 
1720, raiſed 4 or 500,000 J. which was all loſt, and occaſioned the Ruin of many Fami- 
lies; This Writer anſwers, That this Money helped to pay the Company's Debts, and for 
Shares of their Intereſt in Trade, G&c. and that they loſt 100,000/. by Loans, which he calls 
an inconſiderable Sum. On which Occaſion tis very remarkable, that in their Repreſenta- 
- tion to my Lord Totenſbend in December 1724, they ſet forth, they had been at 600,000 J. 

Charge in carrying on the Trade, and ſupporting the Settlements. On which it may be ob- 
N that the Company thus contradicting themſelves, as often as it ſuits their Occaſions, 
» Credit ought gt always to be given to ſuch their Inconſiſtencies and falſe Repreſentations.
